Independence of the Colonics. 

Any one who has paid any attention to 
modem liiatury and modern politics must bo 
struck with tbe great change that has taken 
place since the great French Revolution iu 
the principles by which those concerned in 
administering European governments wore 
formerly guided. A statesman who lived 
previous to that event, were he to re-visit the 
world, would no more be able to recognize 
the policy now prevailing among tho rulers 
of the earth than he would the individuals 
of this generation. Times liavo changed, 
people have changed, and opinions which 
Uiy years ago would have Leon thought 
treasonable; are now canvassed by people 
and government as possible and likely to 
obtain for tho future Iti no respect can one 
perceive a more decided difference between 
past and present views entertained by public 
men than that which has marked tho policy 
of Great Britain towards her Colonies for the 
last few years. Circumstances alter cases. 
By them the course of human events is 
shaped nnd the principles of human conduct 
modified. The same relations between the 
mother country and her Colonies no lunger 
exists as in times past. The offspring have 
in their lime grown up to OH sturdy strip- 
lings, whom it has been found imprudent, if 
not dangerous, to attempt lo hold with a tight 
rein. They have accordingly been nceus- 
lomed lo look after themselves to a consid- 
erable extent, though yet remaining mem- 
bors of the parental household. The mother 
country finds that she cannot now as former- 
ly exercise a control over tho movements of 
her dependencies, even though flie is their 
parent. She finds that the relation bus not 
been productive of all tho advantageous re- 
Bulls that the statesmen in limes past were 
accustomed to imagine was the case. Bv 
degrees she has been obliged lo relinquish 
tha cords which enabled her lo guide her de- 
pondensies so as lo contribute to her benefit. 
One is tempted to smile at ihe manner iu 
which the statesmen and public men of Great 
Britain have on every occasion endeavored 
to conceal from themso'ves and the world 
the fact that they have been moved by no 
parliclo of selfishness in their colonial policy; 
thut they have been animated by the broad- 
est and most philanthropise views in all 
questions affecting the various offshoots de- 
pending upon tho parent country. While 
we are disposed to grant that Great Britain 
has surpassed every other country in her 
liberal and enlightened treatment of her de- 
pendencies, we cannot bo blind to the fact 
that she has been forced into that course in 
a great measure by perceiving that any other 
would only lead lo dangerous results. Wo 
are all aware of tho jealous «are by which 
England in days gone by endeavored to shut 
out other nations from the privilege of trad- 
ing with her colonies, both by her own laws 
and the supervision exercised by her over 
provincial legislatures. Of course the pro- 
vincials had certain privileges in return. 
But when after some lime it was found that 
the restrictions imposed on foreign trade in 
compelition with colonial produce were not 
altegether consistent with sound commercial 
policy, lhal is to say advantageous lo the 
mother country, they were swept away, and 
the dependencies enjoyed lew or no more 
advantages than any other nation. How- 
over, when some of the provinces, following 
the example of England; attempted to carry 
out national principles of economy suited to 
their particular condition, and imposed a 
protective tariff upon impoits, placing Eng- 
lish goods upon tli e same footing with other 
countries, then the first notes of remon- 
strance was heard from the statesmen of 
England. Then the views entertained by 
benevolent individuals in that country of the 
glorious destiny in store for it as the great 
civil i zer and benefactor of the human race, 
began to ho somewhat shaken. They per- 
ceived from tho trurnpet-tono of the great 
commercial genius of the rues, that nations, 
as the most of ihe mercenary units composing 
them, were like earlh earthy. The veil of 
philanthropy and disinterestedness which 
was innocently supposed lo clothe the policy 
of tho Home Government in dealing with ihe 
colonial empire was partially withdrawn, 
and the real state of things made more 
manifest. But when the English public had 
through the various reports ot committees on 
expense of military defences in the colonies, 
become thoroughly informed ol Ihe exceed- 
ingly unprofitable nature of their colonial 
investments, they began to perceive lhal 
however it might do to proclaim lo the 
world the beauty of llioir colonial policy, 
it was not a paying institution, and con- 
sequently must be altered, or the colonies 
might shift for themselves. (If course thero 
is not wanting a large and power!':. I, nay, 
perhaps tho greatest portion of ihe British 
public who do not as yet go the whole length 
of opinions just indicated, but it is quite 
evident that they too will become conveits 
to the principles held by the more advanced 
class. 

Although the recent outcry in Knglund at 
the impolicy ol the Home Government con- 
tinuing to extend their protection to their va- 
rious dependencies at tho sole cost of the peo- 
ple of the Old Country was immediately 
caused by the suppossd refusal of the C'uua- 
diun Govenmeut to lax themsevca for self-do- 
fence ; yet it is quite evident that the general 
feeling of the public of Great Britain is tend- 
ing towards cutting the connection between 
the Mother Country and the colonies ns soon 
a'lhey have arrived at any respectable stand- 
ing. Among the advocates of this policy ive 
find none more prominent than Goldwin .Smith. 
Speaking more particularly ol Canada, he 
quotes from the Times that '' we (England) 
derive no single advantage from Canada which 
vie do not derive in time of peace from the 
United States," and that "opinions in England 
arc perfectly decided that iu the connection be- 
tween tho niotlicr country and the colony the 
advantage is infinitely more on the side ot the 
child than the parent. We no longer inonono 
lize the trade ol the colonies; we no longer job 
their patronage ; we cannot hope from them 
any assistance for defending our stores, while 
we" are bound to assist in protecting theirs." 
Speaking of the temporary bin harassment of 
the finances of UlO Province.hesays: •'The truth 
is, that the nominal control of the British 
Grown aggravates the vice which besets these 
young dejiocrabies, by masking from them the 
necessity of self-control ; while their commerce 



with the imperial exchequer, lending them 
false credit, and facilitating their extravagant 
undertakings, does them all the mlscbioj which 
the presumed intentions ol a wealthy relative 
do to a spendthrift boy. Leave the Canadians 
to themselves, and experience will soon teach 
them to struggle against their own political 
inilirmi'.tes, to take care of their own money, 
to provide (or their own defence, and to avoid 
giving unnecessary olleueo to a.powerlul neigh- 
bor.' 1 Having been accused of trying a great 
national question by the new test of the linl- 
auce sheet, be replies that he " has based his 
arguments on Ihe highest interests ol both na- 
tions ; and that in matters political, as distil- 
guised from those which are moral or religious, 
interest must be considered, and the sentiment 
divorced from expediency will not bo long 
lived." We may here clearly perceive that 
-Mr. Smith is only expressing the views 
which be'bre very long will become the 
settled policy of the Home Government. 
Expediency is lo bo the word when dealing 
hereafter with the colonies of the Crown. 
All tho questions of duly and obligation of 
protecting and sheltering thorn resolves itself 
into a question of ponuds shillings and pence. 
Can we wonder therefore if we find Colo- 
nists beginning to awake to tho fact that 
they must begin to look about them and pro- 
vide (or their complete independence. AI.er 
being told that they must pay for the carry- 
ing on ol the wars into Which they may be 
dragged solely on account of their connexion 
with England, as the Home Government 
will do 80 110 longer, llioy begin to Hunk 
lhat as the are to labor under tlio disadvan- 
tages of an independent nation, they may as 
well have whatever advantages may belong 
to lhat state Accordingly we find leading 
men in Canada discussing ihe [<io- 
prioty of obtaining some international 
status for that Province. "Such l a status," 
says the Hon. T, I). Mo Geo ia his speech be- 
lore ihe electors iu Montreal, "as preserved 
the neutrality of Greece iu lSi'il, and lhal of 
Belgium iu lS'.'U — such as would enable 
Canada lo remain at peace, and proceed 
with the important w..ik of her own de- 
velopment — a neutrality w hich would enable 
us lo pte-erve our territory from being made 
ihe battle-ground in all quarrels which wo 
did not originate and could not control. 
Some neutrality of this kind appeared to him 
to be what we require in view o( the enor 
mous resources ol our neighbors ; and he be- 
lieved the time was not far distant when 
Great Britain might be relieved of the charT 
of our protection in this way, and when oue 
own militia would be found sufficient to pro- 
tect us from any foray Irom without, and 
maintain internal peace.?' 

The sentiments above enunciated by the 
f resident o( the Council in Canada have lat- 
terly begun to prevail almost universally in 
lhat Colony. Though quiio willing to main- 
tain the connection with Great Britain as lung 
as they could do so wi h honor and dignity, 
yet they begin to perceive the altered state of 
feeling in England on the matter, and the con- 
tinual danger they must be subject to of being 
drugged into war without their own consent, 
and from which they must sillier Ihe most, 
render it impossible that they should much 
longer remain a Colony. From what has hap- 
pened already with reference to the Province 
of Canada and Great Britain, we may well 
conclude that the same policy which has tiegrin 
to characterise the policy ol the Home Gov- 
ernment in that Colony will in time be applied 
lo all the oilier dependencies of the Crown.

The stock ol 
flour ulr.-ady at the diggings will last the re- 
niainder of thu .season. Keef on nil the 
the creeks is 50 cents per pound; mutton, 
7-3 cents. Thorp, a butcher, ti listed every 
needy man who asked credit (luring the sea- 
son, and has "broke" himself by his gener- 
osity. Major Downie's hill-claim is pitying 
freni Hi lo 24 ounces every twenty-lour 
hours, and will hut many years. A beauti- 
ful nugget of gold-quuriz, weighing $U)4, was 
found ill this claim about three weeks ago, 
and was brought to ibis city by our inform- 
ant. 

A scarcity of ty'iiici' is experienced on Light- 
ning and Vanwiuklo Creeks, and " ovcr«*liot" 
wheels have been put in for raising what little 
water cau bo obtained. Kent, the Nova Sco 
tian who was killed on Stephens Creek-, met 
his death by the caving in of a batik. A Mr.

-' law. With us, one day the attendants on 

the Assize Court are kept in waiting an hour 
and a-half beyond the time set becauso of 
thoabsunoe of the Attorney General, who, 
when he appears, oilers as an excuse that 
he is suffering from a soiercnttaek of some- 
thing, or'that his hired man forgot to wind- 
up the clock, or half-a-dozen other excuses 
equally ridiculous, if not altogether untrue. 
Another day it is the Police Magistrate who 
is behind time, greatly to the annoyance and 
pecuniary loss of numerous witnesses and 
professional men who are compelled to 
dance attendance upon his court. In the 
summon es or subpoenas issued fro n this 
court it is generally plainly written that the 
hour at which ll)3 persons ordered to appear 
must be present is eleven o'clock — failing in 
which they are liablu to auH'ei the infliotioti 
of a heavy penally. But how seldom do we 
liinl the Police Magistrate at his post ! On 
the contrary, ho is usually from twenty 
minutes lo half-an-liour behind tho lime 
which ho himself lias set for olhers to ob- 
serve. Particularly was this the case yes- 
terday, when tho best-regulated watches in- 
dicated twenty- livo minutes to twelve o'clock 
before tho MagU'r ••• loV< Ir? ««nl, in spite 
of the fact that uuariy li.ly persons, interest- 
oil in the Seaman's Biido suits, were kept 
loitering in llie vicinity of Ihe Barracks lor 
thirty- fivo minutes, which should and would 
hive been profitably employed had Mr 
Peuibertoii made bis appcaranco at the 
proper time. What a shameful waste ol 
precious lime! Fifty persons each lost say, 
at least, thirty minutes, which, taken in the 
aggregate, amounts (o fifteen hundred 
minutes, or twenty-flee hours ! Such waste 
of time is shameful ; — it is w o.-se, it is crimi- 
nal, and would not be tolerated on the part 
of a public otlicer in any well-regulated com- 
munity out of this Colony. A reform is 
needed in neatly every branch of our Gov- 
ernment, and in none more so than iu the 
criminal courts. It should bo plainly under- 
stood when a court adjourns on one day un- 
til a certain hour on the next, that it will 
meet at tho hour indicated with not above 
live minutes' grace. Iu England the judges 
appear and take their seats as the clock 
strikes the hour. Hut here, in Vancouver 
Island, the courts assemble when it suits tho 
convenience of the J udges or of tho Attorney 
General. The public are crying out indig- 
nantly ut tho existence of the disgraceful 
state of things which detracts from tho dig- 
nity naturally attaching itself to a law eonii, 
and causes its mandates iu other matters to 
be regarded with feelings of contempt ralhei 
than of respect. For llie future, why cannot 
there be a change for the bottel ! If it is 
intended that Ihu conils shall not sit until 
half an hour beyond the lime lived, all 
right" — only let it bo so understood thai no 
more precious hours may be criminally flit- 
tered away ; but if it is proposed that they 
shall meet at the time fixed, let lliciil do so 
without fail. Attending court in any capa» 
city is a disagreeable duty to most people

If wo remem- 
ber rightly, we considered that he was bigoted, 
blundering, ami Valher good natured. In his 
character, with many defects, there was, we 
thought, a sort of chivalrous generosity. Ex- 
perience lias, wo need not say, given us some 
reason to modify that rpioion, ' The bigotry- 
was a pretty good guess. .Sir Robert has dis- 
played himself as a rampant abusive bigot. 
He cninu over here with professions of concili- 
ation en his lips, and be has allied hitnsell to 
the bitterest faction in Ireland. The self-con- 
ceited champion of those mythical individuals 
the Protestants of Spain, has given proof of 
the intolerance ol his nature by allaying him- 
self with the Orangemen of the North, and 
outroaring Mons .Meg for their edification. As 
for his good nature-— Cod help us. Of all the 
delusions that ever beet those who undertook 
to judge ol a political character, there was 
none so titter and complete, none eo {lament- 
ably dispelled, as that which invested the Irish 
Chief Secretary with ihe attribute of gener- 
osity. Urind the faces ol the poor, has been 
the mot tu of his administration. Let them 
rot, or Starve ; let them shiver in Ihe cold, or 
languish ol hunger ; let. them suffer as they 
will, but let them not annoy with their inhai- 
mnnious cries iu the ears of I ler .Majesty's 
Cover, iment.

V T Parliament, made and passed in the session 
of Parliament held in the .1st and l!_d years of the 
iielgn of Her M,ajesty Queen Victoriu, entitled an 
Act to provide lor the " (juvetninent of liriiisli 
Columbia," and by n Commission under the Great 
Seal of the United Kingdom of G'rent Britain anil 
Ireland, I, JAMES DOUGLAS, have been up- 
pointed Governor of the said colony, and have been 
authorized by Proclamation under the Public Seal 
of tho said colony, to make laws, institutions and 
ordinances, for the peace, order and good govern- 
ment of the same. 

And wheretUr it petition has beeri received from 
tho inhabitants of Lillooet and the neighboring dis- 
tricts, praying for tho formation of a road from 
Lillooet to the Northern agricultural and mining 
dutricts of the colony, and that Tolls should bo 
Imposed to defray the expense of constructing, 
maintaining and improving a continuous line of 
communication from Lillooet with the Interior. 

And whereas by an agreement dated the sixteenth 
day of August, A. D. One Thousand Light Hund- 
red and Sixty-Two, and made between Richard 
Clement Moody, a Colonel In Iho Royal Engineers, 
Chief Commissioner of Lauds and Works, acting 
on behalf lot* tho Government of the colony of 
13riiish Columbia of the first patt, and Gtistnvus 
Bllu 'Wright, of Lillooet, In the said colony, 
Merchant, of the other part, 

The said Gustavus Blin Wright contracted to 
construct and complete u certain Wagon Road from 
a certain point at or near Lillooet on the Frnser 
ltiver, along (1 ccrlniii route to a point id be fixed 
on the same ltiver at or near Alexandria, upon and 
subject to the several terms, payments, conditions 
and stipulation-. In the said agreement more par- 
ticularly set forth, and by the said agreement it 
was among other things provided that in part con- 
sideration of the duo completion of the fir=,t fifty 
miles of the said Wagon Road, Tolls should be 
imposed in manner hereinafter mentioned on 
goods, chattels and cattle using any part of the 
said mad, and that during the construction of tho 
said Wagon lload the said Government should 
make advances to the said Gustavus Blin Wright 
by way of loan, re-payable out of Tolls, and at the 
rate, in the manner and subject as in the said agree 
mcnt, is more particularly mentioned. 

And whereas thu first fifty miles of the said road 
liavo been duly completed, and the .sum of three 
thousand pounds has already beer, paid by tho said 
Iiichiird Clement Moody to the said Gustavus Blin 
Wright, on account of advances as aforesaid 

thereon. 

Aud whereas it is expedient fur the cheaper 
transport of merchandize and provisions, and faeil- 
itating the operations of commerce and the develop- 
ment of the country, thai such u productive ex- 
penditure should be" incurred, and that the pro- 
posed road from Lillooet to Alexandria should be 
executed as speedily ns possible. 

Now know ye, that I do hereby declare, proclaim, 
and enact as follows : 

Creates a Toll of one Jialf-ntnny per lb. on ejoods, 
and one shitlimj per head on cattle. 

I. From and alter the first day of September, 
One Thousand Light Hundred and Sixty-Two, 
tlnre shall bo levied, assessed, aud collected from 
all persons whatsoever, tho stuns following (that 
is to say) for cveiy pound avoirdupois of goods, 
merchandize, stores, productions and chattels, 
Other than those belonging to or employe!! in the 
service of the Government of Dritish Columbia, 
taken or carried along ('out not across) any part of 
the said road between'Lillooel and Alexandria, the 
sum of Or.u half-penny sterling; and for every 
bead of cattle of every description passing on or 
along (but not across) any part of Hie said t oad, 
Iho sum Of one shilling sterling. 

Exemptions, 

II. Provided that such Tolls shall not be do- 
Diaudcd on goods, chattels, or cattle simply carried 
or passing across any part of such road, or belong- 
ing to or employed in the service of the Govern- 
ment, or bona )h!c used in tho construction of the 
said rond upon proof satisfactory to tho person for 
the time being collecting the said Tolls, of such 
use, or on manure or machinery, for mill or manu- 
facturing, or btcamboat purposes, passing or car- 
ried along any part of the said road, on goods, 
chatties, or cattle passing or carried along any part 
of the said road, within a circle of two miles, to be 
defined by the said Chief Commissioner, around 
nay existent or future town in or immediately ad- 
joining the line of tho said road. 

Toll on articles not by weight. 

III. Provided, nevertheless, that such goods, 
chatties, articles, and things not hereinbefore ex- 
empt from Toll, as from their construction or 
otherwise cannot be estimated by weight, shall be 
subjected to such Tolls, to he eollected and recov- 
erable with the same penalties as Tolls under this 
Act, as shall from lime to time be prescribed by 
notice In that behalf. 

I'ower to Chief Commissioner to regulate weights 
carried and width of tires. 

IV. Provided also that il slull he lawful for the 
said Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works by 
notice at any time or times hereafter to regulate 
the weight which shall be allowed on any rarts, 
wagons, carriages, or othrr vehicles using auy part 
of the said road, having regard to the width of the 
tire, mid also to regulate tlic width of tho tire to 
be. liici on the said road. 

Power to reduce and vary Tolls with consent of 
Contractors. 

V. It shall bo lawful for the said Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works, with the consent in 
writing of the said Gustavus lllin Wright, his ex- 
ecutors, administrators, or assigns, until redemp- 
tion or forfeiture hereinafter relcrrcd to, and after- 
wards without such consent, by notice from time 
to time or at any time to reduce, vary, or re-estab- I 
lish all or any of the said Tolls to any sums not 
exceeding the said rater., and for such periods as 
shall for the time being or from time to time bo 
specified in that behalf in any such notice. 

Collection of Tolls. 

VI. Until the lien of the said Governmonl in the 
said Tolls is fully paid and satisfied, all Tolls levied 
under the provisions of ihis Act shall be collected 
b) such person or persons, and with and in such 
fo. ns and manner subject to the provisions of this 
Act as the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works lor the time being shall from time to time 
in that behalf direct. 

Until repayment, of Government advances, three- 
fourths of Tolls to (jo to repay Government ad- 
vances. 

VII. Until the Government lien aforesaid is 
fully paid and satisfied by the sai.l Gustavus fin 
Wright, his executors, administrators, or ns3ig is, 
whether by collection of Tolls, repayment of ad- 
vances, redemption, resumption, or forfeiture, 
tbrec-fourth pints of all such Tolls, less the cost of 
collecting Ihe same, shall be retained by the said 
Government, and paid and applied to and for Ihe 
uses, and in the manner in the said agreement of 
the 16th day of August, A.D. Ono Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Sixty-Two, ill that behalf provided. 
The remaining one-fonrth to be paid to Contractor 

subject to payment of outgoings oj rood. 

VIII. Tho remaining one-fourth part of nil the 
said Tolls, less the cost of collecting the same, 
shall by the Chief Commissioner of Lauds and 
Works, or his Agent, be paid to the said Gustavus 
Blin Wright, his executors, administrators, or 
assigns, by regular monthly payments, on the first 
tiny Of every month during tho period of live years 
from the first day of September A. 1). 1812, or un- 
til tho redemption or forfeiture of the said Rond 
and Tolls under the provisions in that behalf in 
the said agreement of the lOlll day of August con- 
tained, subject,- nevertheless, to the expenditure of

Wr ight, his executor's, adminlMta^rs, or assigns,

Penally upon evasion of Tolls. 

XII. Any person, either directly or indirectly, 
wilfully evading, or attempting to evade, the pay- 
ment of any of tho duties, or Tolls, hereby im- 
posed, shall, for every such offence, bo fined treble 
llio amount of Toll, or any sum not exceeding one 
hundred pounds, with or without imprisonment, 
for any term not exceeding three months, at tho 
discretion of the Magistrate. 

Hoie recoverable. 

XIII. Any penalty under this Act may be re- 
covered before -any .Magistrate in British Columbia, 
in a summary way, and such fines shall be paid 
into the Treasury of Iho said colony as part ol tho 
general Revenue, 

Toll permit. 

XIV. Every person liable to the payment of 
Tolls under the provisions of this Act, shall obtain 
a Toll permit from the person to whom such Tolls 
shall be payable, and who is hereby directed to 
issue the same, in such forms, subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act, as the said Chief Commissioner 
shall from time to time in that behalf direct. 

1'roduclion of 'Toll permit. 

XV. Every such permit shall be produced upon 
every demand, to any person for the time being 
authorized under Ihis Act to collect Tolls on any 
part of the said road, and shall contain a truo state- 
ment of names of owners, or consignees, and ad- 
dresses, and destination, number, marks, weights 
mid contents of every package containing goods 
or merchandize, liable hereunder to the payment 
of Toll, and similar particulars so far as practica- 
ble as to cattle and other dutiable articles. 

Notice. 

XVI. Every notice under the hand of tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands aud Works for the said 
colony for tho time being, or other oliicer for tho 
time being, appointed in that behalf by the (aid 
Governor, and published in the Government 
Gazelle, or in any newspaper circulating in the 
said colony, shall in every case where notice is re- 
quired under the provisions of this Act, be deemed 
to oc good and sufficient notice for all purposes 
whatsoever, both at law and in equity. 

Short Title, 

XVII. This Act may be cited for all purposes as 
"The Lillooet-Alexandrla Road Toll Act, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-two."

of Edinburgh. In January, 18.39, I sent my first 
Petition to Her Majesty, through this Government, 
(which document 1 believe never reached England, 
ai I never heard of it afterwards.} In January, 
1861, I sent ft Second, Petition, and in July, 1861, 
I forwarded a third Petition, in duplicate, that is, 
one copy through this Government, and the other 
through the influential parties above mentioned.
